Rogers’ Brook under part of the

the heels of unconfirmed reports 
that the company would receive a 
development and production con= 
tract for SAM=D that could be worth 
ultimately as much as $2,5 billion 
to the New England electronics 
manufacturer, most of it for pro= 
duction work in Andover, 

Plant Manager, Harry A, Loebel, 
said Wednesday, however, that any 
real benefits to the Andover facility 
are at least two years off, The 
reason for this, he said, is because 
the government awarded a short- 
term development contract instead 
of a research=through-production 
contract as anticipated, This 
means that Washington will take a 
look at the end of the development 
period before deciding whether or 
not to go ahead with SAM-D, 

Loebel expressed his personal 
conviction that the program for 
the new missile will continue and 
that it will eventually mean sub= 
stantial increased employment for 
the Andover plant over a ‘‘good 
long period of time.”’ 

Work on the contract will be 
performed principally at Raye 
theon’s missile systems division 
laboratories at Bedford and at the 
equipment division in Wayland, Any 
hardware manufacturing in con- 
nection with development of proto= 
types will be done in Andover, 
Loebel said, 


Raytheon was selected by the 


OK For SAM-D 


U, S. Army Missile Command 
from among three competing con= 
tractor teams which conducted a 
5=month contract definition study 
on the SAM=D program, During 
this time, each of the contractors 
spelled out in detail their proposals 
for developing a missile system 
capable of simultaneously ac- 
quiring, tracking, indentifying and 
destroying multiple air-supported 
targets, 

SAM=-D is being developed for a 
continental and battlefield air de= 
fense role in the 1970’s, against 
high-performance aircraft - both 
low and high flying - and short- 
range missiles, It will be highly 
mobile and capable of engaging 
several tarets simultaneously, 

It is planned for eventual re= 
placement of the Nke-Hercules 
and a portion of the Hawk air de- 
fense systems, both operational in 
the United States and overseas, 

The Hawk is a product of Raye 
theon, Andover,

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Editorial Comment 


A Reason For Discomfort 


‘*Your generation,’’ taunted a Merrimack College senior 
recently, ‘‘has made a mess of the world.”’ 

Then he flung out an added insult .. . ‘‘Things will be 
different in ten years or so when young people will out- 
number the old . . . when we are running things!”’ 

At this we smiled, as people over 40 always do when 
confronted with the brash, arrogant confidence of youth. 
For we recalled with melancholy an earlier time when we 
too stood on the threshold, full of hope and brave... 
sure that our world would be a better world than the world 
had ever known before . . . sure that men would be wiser 
and peace less elusive. . . certain that peopleeverywhere 
would finally comprehend the logic of doing unto others 
as they would have others do unto them. 

The college boy was right. We have failed to achieve 
what we dreamed, and this is never more clearly evident 
than on Memorial Day when year after year we add to the 
list of those we mourn the names of the dead of new wars. 

Eternal as the process seems, there is reason to hope, 
however. Man is moving forward, inching toward his goal, 
wrestling with his baser instincts and achieving small 
victories more frequently than we can realize from looking 
at the panorama of events. 

But we should not become comfortable with this phil- 
osophical view, for the world will never be truly safe for 
democracy until men of all ages are fired perpetually with 
the same impatience with imperfection that so fleetingly 
spurs the young of every human generation. 

It is our willingness to accept so readily what we call 
the ‘‘realities’’ of life that brings us eventually to the 
need for another Memorial Day. 


Wait & See 


It is time for Athletic Director Donald Dunn to curtail 
his public pronouncements about the condition of the play- 
ing fields at the new senior high school. 

No one can have missed hearing that he is displeased 
with the number of ‘‘rocks’’ presently on the surface of 
the athletic grounds, and people must be just as well 
informed about the manager’s repeated statements that 
work on the fields is not yet compiete and that the con- 
tractor is still responsible to comply with the terms of 
his contract. 

Equally well aired is the added piece of information 
that the topsoil used for covering the field is not of 
superior quality because the building committee, in an 
attempt to hold costs in line, requested use of material 
recovered from the building site. And this means that 
Dunn may have to content himself with something less 
than perfection if the budget runs dry. 

Now that his views are known, Dunn should Wait and 
See. Further haranguing will simply add to the tensions 
that are mounting as the problem-plagued school moves 
into the final stages of construction.

Your comprehensive treatment 
in the May 18 issue of the devele 
opments regarding the legislative 
vacancy created by Representative 
Williams’ resignation was very 
enlightening, 

It is very unsound to give the 
House Speaker a free hand to deter= 
mine when elections should be held 
to replace a member who does 
not complete his term inoffice, No 
district should be denied repre= 
sentation for an extended time, 
because the House Spéaker finds 
it politically strategic todo so, The 
law should make specific provi- 
sions to deal with this situation 
on a routine administrative basis 
that rules out political maneuver= 
ing, If a regular election is to be 
held within six months of the de= 
clared vacancy, that should be suite 
able to fill the office, Otherwise 
the State Board of Elections should 
be required to declare a date for 
the special election three months 
from the time the position becomes 
vacant, This will allow sufficient 
time for the parties to go through 
their nominating procedures and 
candidates to wage their came 
paigns, 

As for the vacancy at hand, I 
am convinced that the parties 
should offer us a candidate who will 


work for the following type of pro= 
gram: 

1, Get the Crime Commission 
report out of mothballs and ime 
plement some of its worthwhile 
proposals, I am under theimpres= 
sion that the legislature has failed 
to act on even one of them. 

2. Work for real integration of 
the scores of special boards and 
commissions and the other govern= 
ment departments so that functions 
are performed efficiently and eco= 
nomically, 


3, Establish real separation of 
legislative and executive authority 
by terminating legislative ability 
to make appointments to hundreds 
of non=legislative positions, These 
positions are merely political 
sinecures and could be eliminated

4, Eliminate the County govern- 
ments and the Governor's Council, 
which merely provide many politi« 
cal jobs of a completely super- 
fluous nature, 

5, Strengthen the machinery to

Neither man would quote the 
purchase price for the real estate 
involved, nor attempt a solid es= 
timate of the anticipated invest= 
ment in the total project, David= 
son did say, **I1 don’t expect it to 
run more than one million,”’ 

he developers reported that 
eight tenants more than they can 
house in the retail space to be 
created have already expressed 
an interest in occupancy, 

“*We solicited for about 48 hours 
and the response was so en= 
thusiastic that we stopped and 
are trying to tailor the space to 
those interested,’? Davidson said, 
The merchants involved are all 
currently active in downtown An» 
dover, Davidson said that he and 
Dantos considered the advantages 
of both seeking tenants from out» 
side the local business community 
(which would prevent vacancies in 
existing commercial facilities) and 
of seeking them in Andover, des= 
pite the effect this might have on 
present real estate, The Danton
